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INSTITUTE RECOGNITION 








Walt Disney World/Reedy Creek Im- 
provement District received the 
Urban Land Institute's Award of Ex- 
cellence for 1981 in ceremonies at the 
Contemporary Resort Hotel January 
19. 

The annual award recognizes in- 
novative land developments which 
embody superior design, relevance 
to contemporary issues and needs, 
and resourceful utilization of land 
while improving the quality of the 
environment. Previous awards have 
gone to the Galleria in Houston, Tex., 
and Charles Center in Baltimore, 
Md. 

In announcing the selection of the 
Walt Disney World complex for the 
prestigious award, Bud Lake, 


Chairman of the 1981 ULI Award for 
Excellence Jury, cited the basis forthe 
decision as: 

“Walt Disney World/Reedy Creek 
Improvement District is one of finest 
mixed use developments that has 
ever been created in terms of its rele- 
vance to contemporary and future is- 
sues and the needs of society. 

‘It is a master planning effort un- 
matched in its scale which will have 
great impact for the development in- 
dustry as an influential research tool 
and project model,” he added. 

He also stated, “It is a multi-phase 
land use project with numerous 
functions that has been economically 
viable since its opening in 1971. Itisa 
model of excellence and emulation 


for future endeavors of improved 
land use both in private and public 
sectors.” 

RCID is the local governing juris- 
diction for Walt Disney World. The 
district's innovative comprehensive 
general plan and creative building 
codes have proved to be a model for 
regulatory structures. RCID has re- 
ceived over 50 awards for innovative 
design and superior planning in the 
past 10 years. 

The Urban Land Institute is a non- 
profit research and education or- 
ganization involved in improving the 
quality of land use planning and de- 
velopment standards. It is an associ- 
ation with more than 6,400 Members 
and Associates from the United 
States, Canada, and 50 other coun- 


tries. 
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THREE MORE OUTSTANDING 
IDEAS IN 1981 


With little time to spare before the 
annual "I Have An Idea” banquet, 
the program's reviewing committee 
recently declared three more ideas 
outstanding, bringing the year's total 
to seven. 
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The fifth Outstanding Idea winner 
is Pete Burger of Drydock Mainte- 
nance. A lead in his department, 
Pete and his crew maintain the WDW 
fleet, keeping the boats in “ship” 
shape at all times. Included in the 
fleet are two ferry boats used to shut- 
tle guests from TTC to the Magic 
Kingdom and back again. These 
tremendous vessels have a complex 
generator and voltage regulator 
system that operates best under high 
frequency situations. For several 
years, the system has been plagued 


with problems occurring during: 


shutdown procedures, when the 
generator and regulator operate at 
low frequencies. 

While leafing through a magazine 
earlier in the year, Pete noticed 
an advertisement for an under- 
frequency protective device, and he 
thought to himself, “Why can't make 
something like that?” After a little ex- 
perimenting, he found out he could. 
So he installed a pressure operating 
switch and relay, and wired every- 
thing together, and he produced an 
Outstanding Idea! According to Pete, 
the whole process “was very simple.” 

In the eight months since the new 
system has been in operation, there 
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hasn't been a single regulator 
breakdown related to the system. 
Before his idea was put into action, 
the ferryboats averaged about one 
regulator problem a week. Great job, 
Pete. 
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Our sixth outstanding idea was the 
brainchild of a pair from Animation, 
Bill Dale and Mark Windisch. 
Working on the hydraulic servo 
valves that make our audio- 
animatronic figures blink, wave, or 
walk, they saw hundreds of the 
valves returned to the manufacturer 
for cleaning and servicing tothe tune 
of up to $450 for each valve! 


Negotiations between the man- 
ufacturer and WDW about a possible 
training program for our Animation 
Department were futile; the man- 
ufacturer wanted $40,000 to train us. 
"We didn't have anything to lose by 
trying to service the valves our- 
selves,” Bill explained. 

So they set about disassembling a 
valve, and discovered that a musical 
wire measuring 7/1000” wide, 
cleaned the valve just as well, if not 
better, than sending it back to the 
manufacturer ... at a fraction of the 
cost. And when you consider that 
each attraction incorporating these 
valves uses about 150 of them, the 
savings are multiplied greatly. 

The seventh and final Outstanding 
Idea for the year was submitted by 
Gordon Mark, formerly of Fort Wil- 
derness Maintenance. Gordon 
seemed to be spending a lot of his 
working time repairing the relay 
system that controls the pizza oven's 
temperature at Pioneer Hall. As in 
Bill's and Mark's case, the replace- 
ment parts had to be sent from a 
manufacturer and according to Gor- 
don, "It seemed like just the expen- 
sive parts kept going bad.” So 
Gordon redesigned the relay system, 
and now all the parts he utilized are 
regular stock items we keep on prop- 
erty! But they haven't had to replace 





a single one since Gordon's idea was 
implemented! 

Congratulations to these four cast 
members ...inventorsifyou will ... 
who continue to make our World a 
better one. In all three cases, these 
ideas have saved the company 
thousands of dollars and hundreds of 
hours in downtime as well ... andall 
it took was a bit of ingenuity.

After eight months of 
“floating around and doing just about 
everything in the Village,” Julia planted 
her heels in the Village permanently one 
year before it officially opened. She worked 
as a personnel assistant in charge of per- 
sonnel records for the entire area, and 
there she stayed until this month.

SUPER SKI TRIP TO SNOWSHOE SET 


Ole Man Winter has already given the nation our coldest 
winter in acentury, so what better time to take advantage 
of it than by going snow skiing! 

That's right, Cast Activities is kicking off 1982 with a 
fantastic ski trip to Snowshoe Ski Resort in West Virginia.
